T the South Entrance of the Gardens are 
A two Pavilions ſupported by Doric Pillars : 
The Inſide of each is adorned with Paint- 
ings by Mr. Nollikins. The Stories taken from. 
Paſtor Fido. 
Ĩ be diſconſolate Nymph there, poor Dorinda, had 
long been in Love with Hlvio, a wild Hunter of bar- 
barous Manners, in whoſe Breaſt ſhe had no Reaſon 
to believe ſhe had raiſed an anſwering Paſſion. As ſhe 
was roving in the Woods, ſhe accidently met his 
Dog, and ſaw her beloved Hunter himſelf at a Diſ- 
tance hallooing, and running after it. She imme- 
diately calls the Hound to her, and hides it amongſt 
the Buſhes. Sy/vio comes up to her, and enquires 
very eagerly after the Dog: The poor Nymph puts 
him off, and tries all her Art to inſpire him with 
Love, but to no Purpoſe ; the cold Youth was quite 
inſenſible, and his Thoughts could admit no other 
Object but his Dog.
